No insulation required except between ra- 
diators, for rigidity. Clamp directly to 

wood or push through drilled holes. Supporting 
pole should preferably be non-metallic for a 
foot or two below bottom of lower radiator,The 
two-inch phasing line is made of the same mat- 
erial as the radiators. 

Transmission line should go out to right 40 or 
50 inches from radiators(if possible)before 
proceeding downward. There. may... be. some dips 
in the polar pattern. somewhere in the direction 
of this line, but otherwise the pattern is 
approximately omni-directional. (circular). 
Measurements shown below were taken over a long 
period of time, with different. arrangements and 
different measuring equipment. Values of "a" 
show for different element. diameters over 
5/16" may have slight. discrepancies, These 
are relatively unimportant. 


NOTE: The 4+ columns under "a" are different 
line impedances to transmitter. 


All demensions shown below are in inches. 
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
